He 
bought 511,000,000 of bonds the first year, 
upon which he paid a premium of $8,822,- 
791, thus paging a bonus out of the public 
funds for the privilege of doing not only 
a continued irjury to the inaustry of the 
country by aa enormous taxation, but also 
in diverting its resources from the liquida- 
tion of cem ind notes such as the legal ten- 
ders and by the payment of the funded obli- 
gations having eighteen years to mature. 
According to the Treasury statement issucd 
he 1st of March, 1874, there was purchased 
$323,253,800 of bonds between April, 1869. 
and September 25, 1873, upon which was 
paid a premium of $39,758,533 71. If this 
bad not been done there would now be 
nearly 850,000,000 in the Treasury with 
which to meet the present deficiency and 
save the country from the impendiog neces- 
sity of increasing the public debt or impos- 
ing more taxation. It is difficult to find

Boston, March 14.—Faaaiel Hall has 
seldom been the scene of a popular demon- 
stration of love and respect to departed worth 
exceeding the one exbivited at noon to day. 
An hour and u half before the exercises 
commenced ladies were sdmiued to the 
balconies, which were immediately filled.
